y Gentlemen of the Fifth Legislatie Assembly:— 
rou come together in the new capital of the Ter- 
ritory, now its most flourishing town, and I trust 
it will he Jorr ambition to signalizo the firat 
meeting of tho Legislature here by a close in- 
quiry into the wants of the people, a careful con- 
sideration of their interests and a thorough and 
fearless performance of your whole duty as their 
chosen representatives, 7 

Since the adjournment of the last Assembly a 
Ute more than a year since, there has been an 
increase In the population of the Territory; sev- 
oral new mining and agricultural. settlements 
have sprung into existence and the taxable pro- 

erty ig estimated at one fourth more than it was 
n 1867, 
THE APACHE. 

Bat unhappily the hostility of the Apache has 
not abated and his raids have, as heretofore, re- 
sulted in a large loss of life and property. 

The blood of the valued citizens who have 
lately fallen a prey to this irrepressible savage, 
ag well as that of the hundreds who since the 
Territory came under the National flag have been 
the victims of his barbarism, demands that your 
attention shall first be given to an earnest effort 
to accurately represent to the general govern- 
ment the sad state of affairs here and the abso- 
lute necessity of a new order of things. Each 
Assembly convened since the organization of the 
Territory has made a representation, accompa- 
nied by a vigorous appeal for assistance, and the 
fact that no satisfactory response has been made, 
may lead you to doubt whether anything you 
can do will be more effectual, but it should not 
dissuade you from making the attempt. It is 
now clearly and painfully shown that the policy 
here pursued by the government from the begin- 
ing has produced no results proportionate to the 
expense incurred; that with all that has been 
done the Apache is as bold and successful to-day 
as ever before; and tbat no rapid advance in the 
prosperity of the Territory, or success in the de- 
velopment of its resources can be expected until 
new measures are adopted. It is true, many 
Apaches have been kilied. much hard service 
bravely performed and that but for the presence 
of the troops paris of the Territory must have 
been entirely closed to the settler, but the organ- 
ization ond machinery of the regular army, the 
time neeessarily spent in the maintenance of the 
troops brought from abroad and the inability to 
conduct continuous operations except by the 
presenee of a much larger force than we can 
reasunabdly expect to secure, and long experi- 
ence show that even if additions ure from time 
to time made in the regniar force here, as I hope 
they may be, and the Territory is made a sepa- 
rate Department, (as it should have been long 
since, in justice to those commanding here) there 
must yet be another clement for aggressive and 
continuous movements. against the Apache if we 
would complete his overthrow at an early day, 
and save to the government millions of dollars. 

VOLUNTEERS. 

Time but confirms my opinion as expressed at 
length to previous Legislatures and familiar to 
all the people that as a measure of public econ- 
omy and of simple justice to those who are strug- 
gling to open and occup the Territory and to 
develop its resources, the Government should 
anthorize the raising bere of a regiment or regl- 
monts of men entirety familiar with 'the country 
and with the Apache, and by experience and in- 
clination suited to the peculiar sud exhausting 
warfare necessary to be waged. and which it is 
not in the nature of things for any other force to 
wage in so effective a manner if atall. I rec- 
ommend that the memarials to Congress of the 
third and fourth assemblies upon this subject be 
renewed or that a new and strenuons one be 
adopted. : nai 

The recent report of the Indian Commission 
instituted by Congress, showing the base treach- 
ery and ingratitude of the plains’ Indians with 
whom Government has dealt most leniently is 
creating a healthy sentiment in the East on the 
long misunderstood Indian question which will 
undoubtedly lead Congress to n better apprecia- 
tion of the vigorous policy necessary to be pur- 
sued here. ' 

PACIFIC RAILROAD AND TELEGRAPH. 

The building of a railroad across the Territory 

is one of the most important steps towards the 


subjugation of the Apache that can be taken and

cur to you, I suggest that you pray Congress to 
render such assistance to the company or compa- 
nies proposing to build such road as will insure 
an early completion of the work. Were the Ter- 
ritory not infested with bostile Indians the difi- 
culty and expense of getting hore until a railroad 
is provided must make it slow of settlement and 
prove a great drawback to its progress.

whites. While no treatment can in my judgment 
be too severe for the hostile Indians those dis- 
posed to be friendly should be entitled to the 
same protection from the Jaws as other persons 
owing pay tee the government enjoy. The 
Pimas and Mateppas lost a part of their crops 
by the unusual flood of September last, but the 
are generally prosperous end contented, althoug! 
but slightly provided for by the government. 

All who comprehend the Indjan character will 
rejoice that the Indian Commission hag reached 
tlie view long held on the frontier that the gay- 
ernment should cease to recognize the Indian 
tribes as a domestic independent nation except 
so far as it may be required to recognize them as 
such by existing treaties. aud by*tréaties made 
but not yet ratifled; that hereafter, all Indians 
should be considered and held to be individu- 
ally subject to the laws of the United States ex- 
cept where and while it is otherwise provided in 
such treaties, Such course will be commended 
to Congress by the Commission with another 
good suggestion; viz: to clothe, protect and 
assist all Indians, no matter of what tribe, who 
will go upon reservations and stay there. 

MINING. i 

The Wickenburg gold mines are worked with- 
out interruption and steadily yield a large rov- 
epue. The Vulture lode, the Comstock of Ari- 
zona, now has a wide and merited fame. It is 
one of the richest, most extensive and remark- 
able deposits of gold quartz npon the continent, 
and its return to this time is believed to be but 
an earnest of what may be expected from it in 
the future. Unfortunately the mills erected in 
the vicinity of Prescott were put either upon 
worthless lodes or upon those which ores pre- 
dominate which cannot be made_to pay by or- 
dinary treatment. The chlorination process has 
lately been introduced there and it is expected 
it will prove successful as in California and Col- 
orado. If auch is the case, the hopeful people 
who have clung to that part of the Territory, un- 
der most annoying delays and disappointments, 
will speedily reap the reward due to their pa- 
tience and pertinacity. 

Upon the Colorado River little is doing in 
mining; the low price of copper has not war- 
ranted the continuous working of the lodes at 
William’s Fork and otber points although & re- 
newal of operations at an early day is promised. 
From the Enreka district there is a steady and 
profitable shipment of lead ore to San Francisco, 
and work upon several silver lodes in that dis- 
trict is vigorously prosecuted as it is upon sever- 
al gold lodes near La Paz and Hardyville. 

Below the Gila the Cababi mines contione to 

ield a good return of silver anda fine mill is 
in process of erection at Apache Pass where the 
gold lodes are attracting much attention and 
give excellent promise. Confidence in the min- 
eral resources of the Territory is unshuken and 
those most familiar with them believe that once 
secure from Indian depredations and made ac- 
cessible by iron rail, Arizona will take front 
rank among the gold and silver producing dis- 
tricts of the world. 

Late last year, at the request of J. Ross 
Browne, Uniied States mining commissioner, I 
prepared ns complete a statement of the min- 
eral discoveries and results in the Territory as 
the time and material at my command would ad- 
mit of. It will be found in his elaborate report 
upon the “ Mineral resowces of the States and 
Territories West of the Rocky mountains” pub- 
lished by Congress and although imperfect in 
some particulars will. I trust, bo servicable to 
the Territory in giving the public an iden of its 
mineral affluence and attracting capital and pop- 
ulation, Arizona, in common with the other 
mineral bearing Territories, is interested in the 
passage of the bill now before Congress’ looking 
to the endowment of a school of mines from the 
proceeds of the tax upon gold and silver bullion, 
a most necessary and promising scientific move- 
ment, and it may be well for you to add to the 
appeals in its behalf by a memorial or resolu- 
tion as you deem best.

It will not be my lot to address another AB- 
nombly as the executive of the Territory, and 
probably several years will elapse before I can 
renew my residence hero, which it-is now m 
hope todo. As I review the record Ihayemade 

ere I find nothing of which I am ashamed or 
that I am unwilling to submit to the scrutiny of 
time, While a few have persistently misrepre- 
‘resented my motives and acts, judging them from 
a jenlous or selfish stand point, or wilfully mis- 
construing them, am warranted ‘in. the bolief 
tbat the great majority of the people give mo 
credit for s conscientious and Impartial dlacharge 
of duty and a faithful administration of Terri- 
torial affairs, albelt the Executive Depariment, 
in common with others, has from the great size 
of the country, the insufficient meang’of commu- 
nication with its widely separated distriots, and 
with Washington, the dangers of travel and the 
inadequate appropriations of the general gov- 
ernment, had much to contend with, 

Asa pioncer I have cheerfully shored in the 
varied vicissitudes of the people nnd labored to 
hasten the development of the country, making 
its resources and cxpabilities known by my 
voice and pen and showing my confidence in 
them by the investment of my means. What- 
ever I possess of ‘ability shall in the future, as in 
the past, be given to the promotion of the sub- 
stantial interests of the Torritory and if I fall to 
obtain from Congress and the Departments tho 
assistance to which the people aro entitled and 
which ia necessary to their seourity dnd pros- 
perity it will bo from no lack of effort or desire. 

Coming here ata time when civil war con- 
vulsed the States and a spark would havoignited 
the combustible material here aggregated, and 
always disposed to look upon party organization 
ns of little consequence in a sparsely inhabited 
Territory, I have sincerely eudeavored to dot 
from a level higher than any party platform, to 
palliate political prejudice and passion and to 
unite and stimulate the peoplo in measures of 
golf defense, industry and entetprise. 

I believe the policy to havo been the wisest I 
could have pursued and its good resulta bayo 
been generally conceded nnd must, I think, bo 
apparent to all. 

Chosen to Congress upon an independent ba- 
ais by the votes of men of varied political yiows 
I shall at Washington, as I have here and as I am 
in honor bound, avoid partisan complications 
and zealously labor to secure the cordial to-op-

FINANCES. 

It was my hopo to beable at the close of my 
official carver here to declare the Territory free 
of debt and believe were Ito serve out the 
term of my appointment så Governor I might do 
so. The debt, incurred by the various Legisis- 
tures for necessary expenditures, not allowed by 
the general government, was never large and 
within the year has been reduced to about $24,000 
in national currency and will before the close of 
the present year be reduced to $18,000, You 
are asked by the efficient Territorial Treasurer 
to amend the laws relating to the collection of 
the revenue or to pasa new and stringent ones 
go that certain counties which contribute but 
lightly to the Treasury may be made to pay their 
just proportion. It is believed if the collections 
in these counties had been promptly and thor- 
oughly made the total debt of the Territor 
would already have been swept away. It is al- 
so known that thousands of dollars which should 
bave come to the Territorial Treasury from Es- 
cheated Estates have been lost for the want of 
proper logisintion upon the subject. This legis- 
lation, the Treasurer requests you to supply and 
I trust you will recognize the importance of .do- 
ing 80. 

SOCIETY. 

There isa gratifying improvement in socint 
life throughout the Territory. In the chief towns 
the houses aro of a better character than a year 
or two since, and the ranchmen who hare pros- 
pered have generally improved their structures. 
Hbere is a growing disposition to live rather 
than stay bere, to buile homes and make them 
attractive, to cultivat: household affections and 
loves and society is assuming that organization 
which ia necessary to pleasing and profitable ex- 
istence. 

This is at it should be for whether we contem- 
plate permanent or temporary residence here it 
is but just to ourselves and to the country that we 
should live decently and in order. It is usually 
quite as economical as to live unsettled and un- 
comfortable, and nothing is so detrimental to a 
country than to treat it as a mere stopping place 
instead of ns a home, to decline to contribute to 
its improvement and to the upbuilding ot soci- 
ety because uncertain what its future is to be, 
and to discourage rather than incite that public 
spirit which is essential to tho healthy progress 
of every community. 

Let it be determined here that social progress 
shall keep pace with material prosperity and 
that as rapidly as possible the institutions whioh 
aro the strength and glory of the States and oth- 
er Territories shall be established and maintained. 
And above all let it be remembered that “ virtue 
alone ennobles human kind,” and that “of all 
the dispositions and habits which lead to politi- 
cal prosperity, religion and morality are indis- 
peasible supports.’ 

MEXICAN POPULATION, 


In all your legislation you should consider the 
barge opulation of the Territory unacquainted 
wit! the English tongue but entitled to respect 
and protection. This population embraces many 
excellent and enterprising citizens both of na- 
tive and foreign birth and is notable for its obo- 
dience to Iaw, its cheerful contribution to the 
revenues and its Industrial character. As itcon- 
trols much of the business of tho Territory and 
jg identitied with nearly every pursuit the re- 
striction of the code preventing any one acting 
ag a juror unless he understands roceedings in 
the English language(always cons dered of doubt- 
fal constitutionality) should, as a matter of jus- 
tico, be removed and the proceedings be had 
both in English and Spanish, or interpretors pro- 
vided. It is also desirable that all Jaws of gon- 
eral importance and interest should be published 
in both languages. 
VANIOUS RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Amendments to the code of the Territory have 
been made by each Legistature and sare now 80 
numerous and scattered through 30 many vol- 
umes that it is diMcult to ascertain what the ox- 
isting laws are. Moreover the onl edition of 
the code yet published is about ex hausted. It 
will bo for you to consider whether the publio 
interest dentands that a commission be àppolnt- 
ed to revise the code and the amendments, rec- 
onciling them where inconsistent and reporting 
to the next Assembly a new edition with n mo 
per index, for the publication of which edition, 
it being prepared with a view to permanency, 
the general government will aa is its custom, 
make liberal provision. 

More attention should be given to educational 
matters. ‘The brief Jaw of tho last Assembly is 
insufficient to establish and sustain such a system 
of common schools as is now heeded here. 

A now and earnest memorial to Congrdss ro- 
garding the boundary at Arizona City may bas- 
ion justice to the Territory in this important 
matter. 

Some encouragement should be given to the 
enterprising citizens who have osta lished for- 
rics on the Gila and Salt Rivers; such ferries be- 
ing an absolute necessity to communteation bo- 
tween the lower and npper country during åy- 
eral months in oach year and the travel not yot

pressed sympathy with the government in its tri- 
als and triumphs and now congratulate you and 
the people that the exciting Presidentis! cam- 
paign hag resulted in a vindication of the national 

onor by the elevation to the highest civic office 
of the magnanimous leader, “inflexible of falth, 
invinciblo of arms,” whose namo and famo are a 
part of the nation’s best history. I coneldor his 
election more than apolitical triumph; belleving 
it will allay the intensity of party strife, guar- 
anty harmony in the different departments of the 
government, security to ollizens evorywhore and 
endurlag prosperity following in tha train of 
peace.

i By the fifth sectlon of tho Organic Act tho tog- 
islative powor and authority ls vested in the Gov- 
ernor and Legislative Assembly, ‘This arrange: 
ment of the legislative power, making the Govor- 
nor, the creative of and the mere agent of the 
General Government, n Integral part of the lopi B- 
lative authority, and giving him a dominating in- 
fluence over the popular branch, exhibits more 
clearly the trug legal condition of a Territorial 
government, destitute of political sdvercignty, 
tind altogether gubordinate to tho, National Soy- 
creignty—a mere creature of national Jeglelation— 
by not only subjecting ita legislation to the na- 
controlled discretion, of the Governor, the agont 
id representative of the Federal Government, 
but subjecting al] the acts of the entire le; ialative 
power of the Territory to the uncontrolled discre- 
tlon of Congress, to be annulled by the simple 
dissent of that body. Again, the true charactor 
and subordinate condition of the legislative au 
thority of a Territory te shown and forced by 
the fact that, by the Orgunic Law, the legislative 
power is not, as In thé case of the National Logis- 
Iature and the Legislatures of the several States, 
endowed with the capacity finally to decide upon 
and determine as to the qualification and return 
ofits own members. This question, like every- 
thing else in the composition of a subordinate 
political or municipal corporation rests, for its 
validity, on a conformity or non-conformity to 
the law creating the same, to be adjudged by the 
judicial power of the Government. By the sev- 
enth section of the Organic Act, the legislative 
power of the Territory so composed, subordina- 
ted and controlled, has its sphere of action defined 
as extending to all rightful subjects of legislation 
consistent with the Constitution of the United 
States and with the provisions of the Organic Act. 
This legislative power, thus conferred in general 
terms, would warrant a jarge discretion as to the 
means and measures of legislative action, if unre- 
strained by other provisions of the Organic Law, 
to which, however, this general power is especi- 
ally subjected. By the tifth section of the Organic 
Act, the Governor is specially authorized to set in 
operation the popular branch of the legislative 
power, nnd, to that end, cause a census to beta- 
ken, and prescribe the apportionment of members 
and the time, place and manner of their, election 
for the first Coucil, and with this first Council, 
for any such purpose, his powers terminate and 
end, tor the Organic law goes on and provides In 
these words: “But, thereafter, (that is after the 
first council) the time, place and manner of hold- 


ing and conducting all elections by the people, 
and the apportionment of the representatives of 


the several counties to the Council and House ac- 
cording to the population, shall be prescribed by 
taw.” Of the forte and effect of these provisions 
there can be no doubt, or that the entire powers 
of the Governor were executed and exhausted, as 
to prescribing either the apportionment or the 
time, place and manner of electing members to 
the Legislature, when the first Legislature was 
got together; nor cah it be doubted that any fu- 


Territory, the apportionment of which, or the 
time, manner and ‘placo of dlection of which 
should be prescribed by the Governor, would be 
a wholly unauthorized and illegal body and desti- 
tute of any legislative power whatever. It is un- 
necessary to advert to the policy, as well as unl- 
form practice of all free governments, to make 
and maintain the popular branch of the legisla- 
tive power independent of Executive control and 
beyond the reach of those influences an Executive 
might exert, if exercising the power of prescrib- 
ing either the apportionment or the time, place 
or manner of electing popular representatives. 
No State or nation with any pretensions to frec- 
dom or free Institutions has ever long tolerated 
such a practice, aud the British Crown in periods 
of its wildest usurpations, never dared to assert 
such a prerogative in the composition of the pop- 
ular branch of its Parliament, since that body 
even pretended to freedom. In view of these 
principles, Congress, evidently, shaped the pro- 
visions of the Organic act by specially authorizing 


of setting the machine of Government in motion, 
to prescribe the spportionment of members, and 
the time, place and manner of their election, for 


that all such things should be prescribed by law 
The conditions precedent to the possible existence 
of any Legislative Assembly under the Organie 
law of the Terriiory are, that the members there- 
of should be apportioned and the time, place and 
manner of theirelection be prescribed by lawful 
authority. Either of these conditions precedent 
failing,—that is to say, if the members of the Leg- 
islative Assembly are not apportioned or elected 
at a time and place and in a manner prescribed by 
lawful authority, as prescribed in the Organic Jaw, 
such body is not a Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory, and bas no legislative power. What 
are the facts, as exhibited by the record, under 
consideration? They are that the apportionment 
“Of the members of the Third Legislative Assem- 
bly (for the year 1866) was prescribed and made 
by the Governdr. Here there isa manifest con- 
flict between the apportionment in fact and the 
requirements af the Organic law, But therecord 
further shows thatthe Governdr, in prescribing 
this apportionment, acted under color of what 
purports to bean act of the Firat Legislative As- 
sembly of the lOth of November, 1864, authoriz- 
ing the Governor to prescribe, by proclamation, 
the apportionment of members of the Legislative 
assemblies after the first. Here is a manifest con 
flict with ihe Organic law, which expressly re- 
quires that all apportionments, after the first, shall 
be preseribed by law. It is worthy of note, in 
this connection, that the legislative authority of 
the Territory, consisting of the Governor and 
Legislative Assembly, composing the first Lepis- 
lature, wore not unmindful of the force and effect 
of the provisions of the Organic law requirin 
that after the first Legislature, the apportionmen 
of members for any sutsequent one should be 
reseribed by law, for by sec. 15, chap 14, of the 
owell Code, entitled “Of the Legislature,” the 
apportionment of members for the next or second 
Legislature is prescribed by that law, and the 
sumo is therein declared to be the apportionment, 
until a different one should be made agreeably to 
law; but the 18th séc. of the same chapter is the 
aot above referred to that purports to authorize 
the Governor to make tho apportionment, although 
the Organic'law requtres it should be prescribed 
by law, as provided for in sald 15th section, after 
the Second Logislatiyo Assembly this 15th sec, pres 
scribing the apportionment of that Legislature 
and all future ones, until a new apportionment 
should be made decording to law, seems to have 
been wholly disregarded both by the Governor 
and subsequent Legislators in the composition of 
subsequent Legislative Assemblies, although stilt 
tnrepoaied and in full force. Tliis anomalous 
cuir 14 sconia to have provided those two 
methods of apportionment—the one by lav, as re- 
quired by the trganio act, the other by Excoutive 
action, forbidden by that act. The latter course 
seems to have beon selected and acted upon. This 
legislative actloti is a manifest attempt, on the part 
of tho legislature to delegate an obvious general leg- 
istative power, that of apportioning the members of 
its own body, to the Executive, and that, too, againat 
the express provisions of the Praile act requiring 
this partfeular'duty to be done the law-making 
Howe. If this can be so done, then every. legista» 
vo fanction mày be delegated, and ve whole ro- 
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ture body, purporting to bea Legislature of the

The 
words “prescribed by law” look to actnal legislation 
upon the snbjece and in no just sense can be extended 
to a permission for the exercise of their power to 
another, Besidea the power to prescribe by law is 
legislative and cannot be confered on judicial or oth- 
er officers, as has already been before decided by us. 
This reasoning with all its force applies to the legis 
lative power under the Organio act, and the legisla- 
tive power therein granted can only be exercised in 
the manner pointed out in that act; which act is to 
the Terntory in fact its law and constitation. The 
Organic act creates and imposes on the law-making 
power of the Territory the duty of apportionment 

y the same terms and in the same language as it 
does the duty of fixing the time, place and manner 
of conducting the general election and all in Inn. 
guage too ohviously plaia and unambiguous to admit 
of any doubt as to its force and effect. With equal 
propriety might the Legislature have attempted to 
delegate to the Executive the power of fixing the 
time, place and manner of holding and conducting 
elections and indeed the whale legislative power of 
the Territory as that of making or prescribing the 
apportionmentof members of the legislature. This 
view of the case neod bnt he stated to show the pal- 
pable absurdity of such a practice, nor can the re- 
quirements of the Organic act be complied with by

The view already taken of tho previous question 
makes it uuneceasary to pursue this into any detail 
The third legislative assembly being destitute of leg 
islative power—that having lapsed for want of com- 
pliance with the requirements of the Organic law in 
its composition by the Governor, the act purporting 
to change the time of hulding the general election 
from the firat Wednesday of September to the first 
Wednesday of June as 4 necessity was and is void 
and inoperative as law. the Organic law requiring 
that the time, place and manner of holding elections 
should be prescribed by law. It follows that as the 
act of the third legislative council purporting to 
change tho time of holding the elections from the 
first Wednesday of September to the first Wednesday 
of June not having tor the reason above stated the 
force and effect of law the time of holding any valid 
election was therefore unchanged. and a valid elec. 
tion could only be held on the first Wednesday of 
September. The election of the Respondent to the 
office of Recorder of the county of Pima being held 
on the first Wednesday of Jane was therefore wholly 
unauthorized and void and gave to him no legal title 
fo the office. Judgment must be entered for the Ter-

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' Tucson, Novembdr 27, 1868. - 
” The Legislature ig still insession and grind~ 
ing Away at amendmiénts to the aniendments: 
of that much abused (whether justly or not. 
Twil not say) “Howell Code.”- The Council 
has so‘far glided along:very sctenely, but they- 
have a “ghindy® invthe House nexrly every: 
day and-the talking members ventilate things 
freely, whether it ba the principles of billay 
the details ur points: of ordér, ‘decisions of 
‘the Speaker etc, etc. The bill creating the 
new county of Maricopa, thus fur has excited 
the most attention of any bill yet introdueed; 
This bill was presented by Mr. Smith, the 
only member of the House ‘from Yavapai 
county. All the opposition tothe bill has, 
been from Pima county—the objection. to it 
being that it takes away one of the printipal 
agricultural districts of the county and with 
ita large share of the resident population. 
Ihave made no opposition to it because I 
thought it wasright that the new county 
should be made for the convenience of those 
living within the proposed boundaries. It 
however takes a large slice of our territory 
and with it the thriving settlements of Pho:- 
pix and McDowell. The bill has not yet 
passed the House, where it originated. It 
had passed to the engrossment, but, this 
morning, on motion, it was taken from the 
hands of the engrossing committee and again 
referred to the Committe on counties. Mr. 
Bidwell of Yuma, this morning, on leave, in- 
troduced a billto annex another section of 
Yavapai county to Yuma county. The ter- 
ritory proposed ta be annexed takes in the 
town of Wickenburg and the Vulture mine. 
It also takes a part of Pima county. This 
bill will not pass. I cannot consent to this 
dismemberment of Yavapai county especially 
as I do not believe that itis the wish of the 
people to be annexed to Yuma. At any rate 
they have not so signified their wish to me 
or to Mr. Smith, who are their representa- 
tives in the two Houses of the Legisiature. 

A bill has passed both Houses that leaves 
the Territory without en Attorney General. 
This was done by the delegation of this 
county in order to get rid of any further 
Quo Warranto proceedings, by having no one 
authorized by law to commence suits in auch 
cases on the part of the Territory. 

Yesterday, being Thanksgiving day, the 
Legislature was adjourned over until to-day, 
and the members who had not before visited 
it, went out to visit the old Charch of the 
Mission of San Xavier del Bac. I wasone of 
the party and had avery pleasant time. The 
courteous and gentlemanly Cuaplain of the 
Council, the Rev, Father Saliepointe, accom- 
panied us and acted as guide, pointing out 
and explaining to us the various points of in- 
terest. -I cannot in this letter give you a 
description of the Church. It would make 
it much longer than is proposed to dp. It is 
sufficient to say that it is well worth visiting, 
and I was well pleased with my visit and 
am truly sorry that this monument of the 
olden time is not more carfully preserved by 
the present. The expenditure of.» compar- 
atively small sum of money In repairing tho 
damages of time would long preserve it and 
the expenditure ought to be made.

eral Halleck expressed the opinion, in his 
Annual Report to the Department, that the 
mineral resources of this Teritory, were aver- 
rated, and that ite chief element of wealth 
lay in its agricultural and grazing interests. 
Thia announcement surprised us not a little, 
when, first we saw it, atid af first we thought 
of “lecturing” the General, for the crror he 
had fallen into about ‘the mineral resources 
of the Territory, but, upon reflection, con- 
cluded it was all a mistake, and that the mis- 
take was made by the papers. In this we 


| were right, as will be seen by the following, 


which we find in the San, Francisco Alia, of 
the 5th inst: “Major General H, W. Hal- 
-leck writes to the Alta to say that the synop- 
sis of his annual report-as transmitted by tel- 
egraph is exceedingly erroneous; that he has 
not made any report on the mineral resources 
of Alaska; nor has he recommended that any 
additional troops be sent to that Territory; 
but that he has recommended that additional 
troops be sent to Arizona. Furthermore, the 
General says that he has not recommended 
that the three southern countiegof California 
be made into n separate Military District, for 
the reason that he-has authority to make 
new districts-Wwhenever he deems proper; but 
that he has several times recommended that 
ftrizoha be made a separate Military Depart- 
ment.” 

The Sacramento Union had something to 
say about this matter, and, in its remarks, 
did justice to our farming and grazing re- 
sources, but thought the bottoms had dropped 
out of our mines, which is a mistake we were 
surry ta see the Ọrion fall into. 

The San Francisco Dispatch and Vanguard 

also published what General Halleck was re, 
ported to have said, but its editor was not in- 
fluenced thereby, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing sensible and correct remarks, which 
he penned, immediately after, about our Ter- 
ritory: “Of course General Halleck ex- 
presses the views of an individual only, who 
has had superior opportunities to learn sonte- 
thing of the resources of that Territory, but 
we seriously doubt the infallbility of his 
judgment. in this case. It is probably true 
that most of the mining enterprises in that 
Territory have been unfortunate, owing part- 
ly to bad locations, and partly to the dif- 
culties to be encountered. Mining has not 
bad a fair trial there. The Territory has 
been beset by the maraudings of hostile In- 
dians, and to-day there is but a small space 
that can be occupied by whites with safety 
to their persons, The country has been only 
partially and imperfectly prospected, but 
enough is known to satisfy old miners, whose 
experience and judgment are of far greater 
value than General [alleck’s on\ this point, 
that there are rich mineral districts there 
which could be profitably worked but for the 
red-skins. We have seen beautiful specimens 
of quartz from the mountains, and the pos- 
sessors declared they intended to return and 
work their claims as soon as they could do so 
in safety. Waknow no reason why Arizona 
should not be rich in gold and silver. Ne- 
vada, to the north, is proving immensely 
tich in silver, Rich gold discoveries are be- 
ing made in New Mexico, and, on the south, 
Sonora and Ubihuahua are known to contain 
valuable silver mines. We do not doubt that 
there are portions of the Territory valunble 
for agriculture and grazing, but we are also 
firmly impressed with the idea that, if the 
Government will but make it habitable for 
white men, it will svon be found to be pos- 
sessed of vast mineral resources after all. 
Let the Southern Pacific Railroad open it up 
for settlement, and the Government afford 
adequate protection, and Arizona will soon 
take rank os one of the richest portions of 
the Union. 


Sournern Paciric RatLnoap,—One D. B. 
Hoffman, an advocate of the 32d parallel rail- 
road route, and of San Diego as the terminal 
point on the Pacific, in an article in the San 
Francisco Times of a recent date, goes vut of 
his way to lie about the country between 
Fort Mohave and Santa Fe, through which 
the Southern Pacific Railroad is already loea- 
ted, in the following absurd, reckless manner:

ting mto the genus * bummer.” Clerks and | 
tradesmen, in large numbers, leave good situ- 
ations at home to come here. They find no 
chance of congenial employment in San Fran- 
cisco, and go into the interior. After awhile, 
disgusted and “broke,” they fluat back here. 
This is a far statement of the experience of 
two-thirds of this class of immigrants. They | 
would go home, if they had the necessary 
money. As it is, they are forced to go to 
work at some severe manual labor—some- 
thing they have never done, and are not fit! 
for—at very low wages, It they have the 
courage and the strength to keep this up lung | 
enough, they inay ‘strike something better, 
or scrape together enough cash to buy a 
steerage ticket for New York; if not, they 
become hangers on, loafers, perhaps gamblers 
and hive, who knows how? There is no 
trade or business here that is not overdone. 
The only demand I know of, is for brawn and 
muscle, laborers on farms or railroads, and 
such like, at low wages, Of course, there is 
an exceptional rule to all this: if the immi- 
grant has an unusual degree of energy, he 
may get into a good positiun—some do. But 
the experience of most of these Eastern im- 
migrants, I should judge, is very undesirable.
